THE  SHINKLE  COLLECTION  OF  U.  S.  PATTERN  CENTS 

This  collection  of  Pattern  Cents  is  believed  to  rank  second 
only  to  the  Newcomer  Collection.  The  collection  was  made  many 
years  ago,  a few  lots  from  the  Jenks  sale  in  1921  being  perhaps 
the  last  additions  to  it.  Many  coins  are  here  offered  which  have 
not  appeared  on  the  market  within  the  recollection  of  present  day 
collectors.  It  is  hoped  they  will  be  appreciated.  The  coins  are 
attributed  by  the  work  on  the  U.  S.  Patterns  by  Adams  & Woodin. 
With  very  few  exceptions  all  Patterns  are  rare,  and  we  have 
avoided  a senseless  repetition  of  this  word,  merely  emphasizing 
the  greatest  rarities.  They  are  all  in  Proof  or  Uncirculated  condi- 
tion unless  otherwise  noted. 

1 1804  Not  in  A.  W.  The  so-called  restrike,  but  struck  in  Tin. 

Believed  to  be  Unique  in  this  metal. 

2 1804  Not  in  A.  W.  The  obverse  only  of  preceding  lot  but 

/ struck  in  Lead.  From  Parsons  sale,  lot  #344.  Prob- 
ably unique. 

3 1804  Not  in  A.  W.  The  Reverse  only  of  the  restrike,  struck 

in  Tin.  From  Parsons  sale(  lot  #348.  Probably 
Unique. 

4 1818  A.  W.  33.  Electrotype.  From  Parmelee,  Earle  and 

Wilharm  Collections:  a pedigree  worthy  of  a genu- 
ine coin.  This  electro  is  so  well  made  that  until  it 
appeared  in  the  Earle  sale,  it  was  considered  a gen- 
uine coin.  This  brought  $17.25  at  its  last  appear- 
ance at  auction.  The  unique  original  of  this,  now 
in  the  Newcomer  collection,  was  in  the  Jenks  sale 
where  it  brought  $320.  One  other  electro  and  the 
unique  original  are  probably  the  only  known  ex- 
amples of  this  die  in  existence. 

5 1850  A.  W.  114.  Ring  Cent.  Silver,  but  apparently  heavily 

alloyed  with  copper. 

6 1850  A.  W.  116.  Similar  to  preceding  but  in  pure  Copper. 

7 1850  A.  W.  118.  Similar,  but  in  a Composition  Metal. 

8 1850  A.  W.  119.  Similar,  also  Composition  Metal,  but  with- 

out the  perforation. 

9 1850  A.  W.  120.  A different  variety  of  Ring  Cent,  perfor- 

ated and  struck  in  Silver.  From  Jenks  sale,  lot  5593 
at  $10.50. 

10  1850  A.  W.  121.  Similar  to  last  lot  but  without  the  perfora- 

tion. Also  in  Silver. 

11  1850  Not  in  A.  W.  Similar  to  A.  W.  121,  but  struck  in  Pure 

Nickel  and  having  a reeded  edge,  differing  in  both 
respects  from  any  in  A.  W.  Undoubtedly  of  the 
greatest  rarity. 
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1 2 1850  A.  W.  122.  Same  as  A.  W.  120  but  struck  in  Copper 

From  Wilharm  Collection. 

13  1850  A.  W.  137.  Obverse  similar  to  last,  but  the  reverse  is 

Blank.  Struck  in  Composition  metal. 

14  1850  A.  W.  138.  Similar  to  preceding  lot  but  struck  in  Pure 

Nickel. 

15  1850  A.  W.  139.  Reverse  “One  Cent”  in  wreath.  Pure 

Nickel.  This  piece  is  rarer  than  A.  W.’s  Rarity  6 
would  indicate. 

16  1850  Not  in  A.  W.  Exactly  like  A.  W.  139  but  struck  in 

Pure  Copper,  a metal  not  given  in  A.  W.  From  the 
Ten  Eyck  Col.  #1075.

27  1855  A.  W.  195.  Struck  in  Pure  Nickel,  and  as  is  frequently 

the  case  with  coins  struck  in  this  metal,  it  is  not 
struck  up  sharply,  giving  it  the  appearance  of  wear. 
Ex.  Rare  in  this  metal. 

28  1855  A.  W.  197.  Similar  to  preceding  but  in  Copper. 

29  1855  A.  W.  197.  A duplicate  of  preceding  lot. 

30  1855  A.  W.  199.  Similar  but  in  Copper-nickel.  Much  rarer 

than  the  Copper  specimens. 

31  1855  A.  W.  200.  Similar  but  struck  in  Bronze. 
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32  1855  Not  in  A.  W.  Similar  to  A.  W.  200  but  in  a Compo- 

sition metal.  Same  metal  as  201,  but  this  has  the 

large  wreath  on  Rev.

34  1856  A.  W.  204.  Similar  to  the  usual  1856  Cent  but  struck 

in  Pure  Nickel.  Excessively  Rare,  with  records  to 
about  $75.  Probably  not  a half-dozen  in  existence. 

35  1856  A.  W.  206.  The  usual  1856  Cent  in  beautiful  Proof 

Condition.  Not  particularly  rare,  but  greatly  in  de- 
mand which  is  much  more  important.

tirely re-cut  to  the  right  of  the  figures.  Beautiful 
Proof,  and  of  excessive  rarity.

438  1793  Crosby  12  L.  Liberty  Cap.  Very  Fine.  Dark  Brown 

Color.  Good  impression,  well  centered  and  a most 
desirable  specimen.  Very  Rare  in  this  condition. 
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439  1794  Hays  23.  Chapman  20.  Magnificent  Uncirculated 

specimen.  Lustrous  light  Brown  Color.  A slight  rub- 
bing, hardly  a scratch,  in  the  obv.  field  before  bust.

I have  seen.  Rev.  has  half  a dozen  die-cracks  and 
one  light  scratch.  The  Cents  of  this  year  in  Unc. 
condition  are  among  the  rarest  of  the  whole  Cent 
series  and  this  is  a superb  specimen. 

450  1801  Doughty  158.  Newcomb  No.  11.  Extremely  Fine. 

Rich  Brown  color,  beautiful  surface.  Scarce  con- 
dition. 

451  1802  Doughty  165.  Newcomb  No.  9.  Extremely  Fine  with 

just  a trace  of  the  original  color  around  the  out- 
lines. 

452  1803  Doughty  187.  Newcomb  No.  13.  Uncirculated.  Sharp 

even  impression  and  a rich  medium  brown  color. 

453  1803  Not  in  Doughty.  Newcomb  No.  23.  This  is  the  large 

date  with  the  small  fraction  reverse.  Obverse  strict- 
ly Good  with  a very  good  reverse.  A heavy  die 
break  on  rev.  at  STA  eliminates  these  three  letters. 
Excessively  rare  variety,  and  particularly  so  with 
the  heavily  broken  reverse.
